And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  accejit  the  offer  cm- 
tained  in  the  said  resolution,  and  establish  and  ma  n- 
tain  a public  and  free,  or  partially  free,  library ; there- 
fore 


He  it  t mii'icd,  by  tlm  ('ouiicil  of  the  Curporiition  of 
tlm  City  of  \ ii'toriM,  as  followH: 

1.  This  by  law  may  be  cited  as  tlin  “City  Library 
Hy  Law,  IKS8.” 

2.  It  shall  be  1 iwfiil  for  the  Coiiimil  lo  aceejit  and 
take  over,  on  behalf  of  tlm  ( 'or|mration,  the  library 
of  the  .MeehanieH’  Literary  Institute  aforesaiil,  as  a 
fn  c,  or  jiarlially  free,  ein  iihiting  library,  and  to  as- 
sume and  jiay  any  liabilities  in  eorincction  therewith, 
not  exceeding  in  the  whole  tlm  sum  ol  $bi(*. 

3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Council  to  establish 
and  maintain  a jniblic  free,  or  jiai'tially  free,  library, 
of  which  the  library  accepted  and  taken  over  as  aforo 
said  shall  be  tlm  nucleus;  to  obtain  suitable  iirciniseH 
tlierefor,  and,  from  time  to  time,  to  accept  or  jiurchase 
such  additions  thereto,  and  such  furniture  a.s  the 
Council  shall  deem  exjiedient ; and  to  ajijioint  a com- 
jietcnt  jier.son  to  be  the  City  Librarian  at  such  a salary 
as  the  Council  shall  fix,  piovided  that  the  total  ex- 
pcinlitui-e  under  the  authority  of  this  section  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  $l,-6ff00  i*‘  “uy  uiie  year. 

4.  Ttie  Council  shall  have  jiower  to  make  such  rules 
and  regulations,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  manage- 
ment and  use  of  the  said  library,  and  for  delining  the 
duties  of  the  City  Lib  arian  as  they  shall  deem  ex- 
jr  dient. 

5.  'I’his  by-law  shall  not  be  tin.'illy  passed  until  the 
assent  of  the  electors  of  the  city  has  been  obtained, 
in  conformity  with  the  jirovisions  in  respect  of  by- 
laws for  creating  debts.

A BY-LAW 

To  rUiddr  Ihr  COrj/oi  otion  of  thr  f'lti/  of  t'irtoria  to 

raise  the  stnii  of  $‘40.ttOO  for  iraft-r  irorlts  parjtoses. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  raise  a sum  of 
money  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  cast-iron 
jiipes  for  the  distribution  of  water  throughout  the 
City,  and  for  laying  the  same  and  other  water  pipes 
within  the  City ; 

And  whereas,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  it  is  in- 
tended to  raise,  by  way  of  loan  upon  the  credit  of  the 
said  City,  the  sum  of  $20,000. 

And  whereas,  it  will  require  the  sum  of  $1,266.00 
to  be  raised  annually  by  special  rate  for  jjaying  the 
debt  intended  to  be  hereby  created,  and  the  interest 
thereon ; 

And  whereas,  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable 
j property  of  the  said  Corporation,  according  to  the 
last  revised  Assessment  Roll,  is  $5,600,000. 

And  whereas,  for  paj  ing  the  interest  and  creating 
a equal  yearly  sinking  fund  for  paying  the  principal 
of  the  said  debt  intended  to  be  hereby  created,  ac- 
cording to  the  “Municipality  Act,  1881,”  and  an 
annual  special  rate  of  1 44  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  dol- 
lar will  be  required ; 

And  whereas,  it  is  intended  to  reduce  the  general 
rate  so  that  the  said  special  rate  shall  not  increase  the 
total  rate  of  taxation  ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  as  fol- 
lows ; — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  said  City 
to  raise,  by  way  of  loan,  from  any  person  or  persons, 
or  body  or  bodies  corperate,  who  may  be  willing  to 
advance  the  same  upon  the  credit  of  the  debentures 
hereinafter  mentioned  a sum  of  money  not  exceeding 
in  the  whole  the  sum  o.;  $‘20,000.00,  and  to  cause  the 
same  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
said  Corporation  for  that  purpose,  and  with  the  object 
hereinbefore  recited. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to  cause  any 
number  of  debentures  to  be  made  for  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  requ;red,  either  in  currency  or  in 
sterling  money  not  less  than  $600,  or  the  sterling 
equivalent  of  that  sum,  and  each  and  all  such  de- 
bentures shall  be  sealed  with  the  common  seal  of  the 
said  Corporation,  and  s gned  by  the  Mayor. 

3.  The  said  debentures  shall  be  made  payable  in 
forty  years  from  the  date  hereinafter  mentioned  for 
this  by-law  to  take  effect  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  said  Corporation,  at  the  City  Hall,  Victoria, 
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aud  shall  have  attached  to  them  coupons  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest. 

4.  The  said  debentures  shall  bear  interest  at  the 
rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  date  there- 
of, which  interest  shall  be  payable  half-yearly  at  the 
office  of  the  said  Treasurer. 

5.  For  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund  for 
the  payment  of  the  said  debentures,  and  the  interest 
to  become  due  thereon,  an  etjual  special  rate  of  1'44 
of  one  per  cent,  on  the  dollar  shall,  in  addition  to  all 
other  rates,  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  in  each 
year  upon  all  rateable  propei'ty  within  the  said  City 
of  Victoria  during  the  continuance  of  the  said  de- 
bentures, or  any  of  them. 

6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation,  from 
time  to  time,  to  re-inirchase  any  of  the  .said  debentures; 
at  such  price  as  shall  in  each  case  be  mutually  agreed, 
and  all  debentures  so  re-purchased  shall  be  forthwith 
cancelled,  and  no  re-issue  of  debenturjs,  or  any  de- 
benture, shall  be  made  in  consequence  of  such  re- 
purchase. 


7.  This  by  law  shall,  before  the  final  passing  there- 
of, receive  the  assent  of  the  electors  of  the  said  Cor- 
po'ration,  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Municipal 
Act,  1881,  and  shall  take  eflect  on  the  25th  day  of 
August,  1888. 

8.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  “Water  Works 
Loan  By-Law,  1888.’
